The Station cannot judge the reliability or the significance of this 
information, but considered that it might be of some slight Talus to Head- 
quarters. The report does not make it clear whether Wallenberg presumably 
was hidden in the EnffeMts 1 residence or simply in the same apartment 
building. It says, in Spanish, "Pudo observer que en la misma casa estaba 
eecondido Raul Wallenburg. - F" further does not appear to know 

the exact date or city. «e did not consider this worth an additional query, 
but possibly we could get more details in the unlikely event that Headquarters 
is interested. He did not even state whether or not this Swedish girl still 
works for the Engfeldts.

In 1051 a Swedish nurse or governess in the home of Swedish foreign service 
officer Stig Engfeldt told Source’s wife that she had observed that Raul 
Walleriberc was hidden in the same hone* In which the Engfeldts lived while 
they were assigned to an Iron Curtain capital, probably Prague or Budapest, 
from approximately 1946 to 1948. Wallenberg had disappeared and was generally 
believed to be a prisoner of tne Soviets* Engfeldt is now a First Secretary 
in the Swedish Embassy in Madrid* 
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
